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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-18 are presented for examination. Claims 11 and 14-18 have been amended by 
preliminary amendment filed on 28 January 2002. The amendments have been entered and considered 

Drawings 

2. Figures 1-4 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only that which is old 
is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) 
should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .121 (d)) so as not to 
obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

The disclosure consists of many instances of incomplete sentence structures; which does not 
enable the reader to clearly understand or comprehend the intentions of the invention. Applicant 
is advised to reread the specification and correct any/all grammatically incorrect sentences that 
are found. Furthermore, on page 4 of the disclosure, three equations, namely Eq. 5, 6, & 7, are 
stated. No other equations have been listed prior to 5, 6, & 7. The numbering of these equations 
presents an impression that other equations are used and present in the instant invention. The 
Examiner suggests modifying the numbering of the current equations to 1 , 2, & 3 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for 
the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

5. Claims 1, 4, 7, 11, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mori 
(USPN 5,718,060). 

Mori teaches of a method and apparatus for stimulating the effect of varying the pressure of 
steam supplied to steam-heated drums of a paper machine on the moisture contact of a web product to 
obtain a dried web product. Furthermore, the patented invention also relates to a method of controlling 
the moisture content of a web so that the moisture content is adjusted to a desired content when a grade 
of a web product should be changed. 

In particular, Mori teaches the limitations of instant claim 1 in column 2 at lines 20-38, wherein the 
factors for solving the equations for heat transfer are set forth and used in calculations. 
As for claim 4, the patented invention teaches the "block's" for controlling the paper machine in column 3 
beginning at line 40 through column 4: line 62. 

With regard to claim 7, Mori discloses the method of calculating, evaluating and controlling of the paper 
machine in column 1:line 34-55 and column 6 beginning at line 6 through column 8: line 61. 
The factors taken into consideration for calculation as per the limitations of instant claim 1 1 are taught by 
Mori beginning at column 8: line 62 et seq. 

The method as claimed by instant claim 17 along with the system for such by instant claim 18 is clearly 
disclosed by the reference of prior art beginning at column 12: line 22 through column 12: line 4. 

The limitations of the instant invention are fairly taught and anticipated by the reference of prior 
art as disclosed by Mori to the extent of the claimed invention. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 2-3, 5-6, 8-9, 12-13, and 16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
